A recent application to this office for relief in behalf 
of one PORFIRIO GARRIDO,whécis stated to be a citizen of the 
United States by reason of the fact that his father acquired 
naturalization before he (PORFIRIO) became of age,and was now, 
under the assumed name of FRANCISCO GARCIA,sick and destitute 
of means in the town of Aguada de Pasageros,Matanzas Province, 
Was answered by Consul General LEE to the effect that GARRIDO 
had not proven his right to American citizenship merely from 
the fact that his father had become naturalized in the United 
States during the minority of his son, , 

This letter is answered by Mr.MANUEL P .DELGADO,of Key 
West, repeating the claim that GARRIDO is entitled to be con- 
Sidered an American citizen and acknowledges that he landed 
on the coast of cuba in November 1895,under the asstmed name 
of FRANCISCO GARCIA,from which it is to be deduced that he 
came in some Cuban filibuster expedition.

With reference to Consul General Lee’s despatch No.606,of 
the 3rd ultimo,relative to the Cuban Relief Funi,and No.625,of 
August 19,advising that he had drawn on the Honorable Secre- 
tary of Stdte for $5000 for said fund,I have to inform the 
Department that this last remittance is practically exhausted. 
Upon Mr .LBE*s departure on leave of absence,on the 4th instant, 
he left in my hands for the relief fund the sum of about $844, 
spanish gold, being the balances on deposit at the bankers. Of 
this sum I have paid the following drafts;on account of the 
fund: : 

Consul Hyatt,Santiago de Cuba. $200 

Voasul Brice, Matanzas. "150 
Vice Consul Casanova, Cienfuegos. "150

I have also paid for the transportation to the United 


States of several citizens,and engaged transportation for 
‘others to Leave during this and the coming week,which will 
virtually exhaust the funds in my hands. The distribution 
of rations by this office has been suspended for some five 
days,the money given by eal ass to the Ss charged with this 
business having been 
amount retained to pay for medicines. 

There are numerous daily applications at this office from 
parties who appear to be in abject misery and poverty, who have 
received mo rations tor weens, the supplies being exhausted

before reaching their names on the list,but such applications 
can receive no attention,for it is not the purpose of this 
Consulate to incur any debt on account of the relief fund. 
our Consul at Matanzas safter having drawn for $150, seni# 
a statement showing that he is indebted f5r the last week's 
supply of rations and medicines distributed at that place, and 
asks for a further remittance of $250 to square up to date; 
and suenette that a specified amount he allowed him weekly for’ 
the future. It would appear from his agcounta that he requires 
about the sum of $250 weekly. This office requires more than 
twice that amount weekly,there being over 700 cases of relief 
receiving attention,and new cases almost daily being pre- 
sented. 
When are taken into consideration the present circumstances 
of the Island, the stagnation in business,the paralization of 
every kind of industrial and agricultural enterprise, the 
dearth of meat and provisions,and the steadily increasing cost 
of living,it Will be easily understood how eagerly and grate- 
fully this bounty of the Uhited States is accepted by those 


living in this country,and claiming and entikled to Americm 
citizenship, for themselves and their wives and families. 

If it is the intention 6f the Goverment to contime 
this relief I would suggest that ea further remittance be 
promptly made to this office,

I know that when Lieutenant Colonel ARMIRAN was told that 
said cattle were the property of an American citizen,he an- 
swered that that made no difference. In fact it was plainly 
seen that they even took pains in seizing cattle belonging to 
Americans. Mr.del VALLE had over 14,000 head of cattle in 
this district and when he tried to export some he gathered 
several hundreds of head on a farm near the R.R.station of 
Zaza from which farm the Government troops took them by force. 
I know that large numbers of del VALLE's cattle have been seiz- 
ed on defferent occasions and shipped in Tunas. fhe troops 
in all cases have prevented any body to approach the cattle to 
avoid the recognition of marks,putting sentries to guard it. 
Only last week there were seized and shipped away over 800 
head of cattle belonging to Messrs.FERNANDO del VALLE, 
FRANCISCO del VALLE,MODESTO YSNAGA and RAPARI. REYES;,all of 
them American citizens and well known property holders in this 
city. In the last two or three months several thousands of 
head of cattle belonging to said gentlemen and Mr. Jose A.del 
VALLE have been ssized by the Spanish troops.

In the most northern part of this city,close to the 
entrance of the harbor,in proximity to the Morgue,the public 
jail,the Punta park and battery,été.,are found "los fosos", 
the foss,ditch or moat of the old city walls,part of which are 
still standing. The space within these walls has been utilized 
for a number of years past,by the city government as a place of 

deposit for its street cleaning apparatus,its mules and carts, 

and as a general store-house for all such pliblic works material, 
and as a place also of detention and shelter for vagrants and 
street beggars, At the entrance to the place and on the street 
corner is the Morgue, Withih the limit’ are erected a number 
of buildings for various uses of the city Government, but the 
largest is a two story wooden building of about two hundred 
feet front by seventy deép. This, was erected to serve as a 
shelter to hundreds of homelesss and houseless vagrants who 
roamed the streets begging by day,and slesping in doorways and 
porticoes at night, The city has also for some months past 
been issuing here, twice a sae hate to all applicants, rations 
consisting of bread and the peculiar spanish"rancho",a soup 
of beans, potatoes, lentils, cabbage, codfish and pork,the latter

Referri ng to ry dispatch No.696 of the 10th instant,re- 
lative to the trial of the two Americans,ONA MBELTON and WILLIAM 
IRAVITT,of the “"OOMPETITOR® crew,and the reason alleged for 
the suspension of the trial which had been set down for the 
Sth instant, I have to inform the Department that hearing a 
report that the suspension had been due to the protest of H.B. 
M's Consul general at this place, I called upon him to learn if 
Such was the fact. 

My .GOLLAN disclaimed any intention of intervening in the 
case dn an way,declering that he was satisfied with the prom 
ised protection of the American flag for the British subjects 
who had formed part of the crew,but that in June last,when it 
wes stated that the-trial would soon take place of the Americas 
citizens and others, separately,he had communicated the facts 
to the Foreign Office and had been telegraphed by Lord SAULS~ 
BURY under date of July 17th,that en agreement had been made 
between the British and Spanish governments that the British 
subjects should have the same treatment, and trial at the same 
hime, as the Americans. Consequently, when he saw by the news- 
papers Of Saturday, the 6th instant,that the trial of two_Ameri- 
gans would take place on the Momay following,he called upon 
the Admiral here to reming him of the agreement with the Brit- 
ish Goverment and then learned that it had never been commu- 
nieated from Spain to the marine authorities here, and the Ad- 
miral was completely ignorant of the matter. Mr.GOLLAN then

Decidido 4 dispensar toda la proteccién debida por el Gobierno 4 los campesinos reconcentrados en las poblaciones, he procurado, por 
cuantos medios estan al alcance de la Autoridad, mejorar la condicion 4 que ha sido reducida la poblacién rural de la Isla, mas que por 
efecto directo de las medidas de guerra anteriormente adoptadas, por consecuencia natural de una insurreccién violenta ¢ injusta que, im- 
puesta 4 este pueblo, se hizo sentir desde los primeros instantes por iguales medios, como atentado 4 la soberania nacional, y como em- 
wien de desvastacién del ‘e pero especialmente como obra de pasiones extremas desatadas contra la mayoria de la poblacién cubana, 

onrada, trabajadora y leal, bien hallada con los progresos de su creciente cultura, satisfecha de la prosperidad que alcanzaban sus artes, su 
agricultura, industria y comercio, orgullosa.de su raza y de su nacionalidad y la cual, después de haber operado sin perturbaciones la trans- 
formacién del trabajo esclavo en libre, ofreciendo al mundo, como caso especial en la historia, uno de los mas hermosos triunfos de la libertad 
hermanada con la causa del orden, estaba resuelta 4 perseverar serenamente en el noble empefio de obtener por la evolucién de las ideas 
y por las pacificas luchas de la ley y del derecho la consagracién de sus aspiraciones dentro de la soberania espafiola. 

A aquel fin he encaminado todos los esfuerzos que he estimado oportunos y .pertinentes, desde ordenar de modo expreso y ter- 
minante que se facilite 4 los reconcentrados racién diaria y que se atienda debidamente 4 los enfermos en los hospitales, hasta disponer 
por reciente Bando la reorganizacién de las faenas agricolas é industriales y la normalizacién del trabajo, para que sin obstaculos ni dificulta- 
des de ningin género puedan buscar todos, especialmente las clases pobres, medios de librar su subsistencia, alivio 4 su situacién econd- 
mica y remedio posible 4 sus desgracias. 

No siendo realizable la obra de suspender en absoluto la reconcentracion y de remediar de una manera inmediata los males que de ella 
se han derivado, 4 no ser que se pretenda arrojar de las poblaciones 4 una muchedumbre compuesta en su mayor parte de mujeres y ni- 
fios, para dejarla abandonada en medio de los campos, expuesta, por tanto, 4 sufrir males mayores que los que pueda ocasionarle su ac- 
tual permanencia en los poblados y que darian seguramente sobrado motivo 4 que se formulasen contra esa medida censuras tan graves 
como las lanzadas contra la reconcentracién, se hace indispensable proceder en esta materia con la previsidn, buen sentido y tacto que la 
realidad de las cosas impone y que no puede la Autoridad desconocer. 

Ante estas consideraciones y resuelto 4 hacer desaparecer las causas del mal en Ja medida de lo posible, prudente y mejor para todo, 
hasta llegar al completo restablecimiento de la normalidad de la vida en la poblacién rural, he tenido 4 bien disponer lo siguiente: 

1° Todos aquellos reconcentrados que posean fincas en propiedad, arrendamiento 6 aparceria y que cuenten con elementos y recur- 
sos para valerse por si mismo, pueden volver 4 establecerse en ellas y dar principio 4 sus faenas, para lo cual contaran con la proteccién y 
el amparo que les aseguran las ultimas disposiciones sobre reorganizacién de los trabajos agricolas é industriales.

2° Aquéllos que nose encuentren en este caso, pero que como artesanos y jornaleros concurran 4 los trabajos industriales y agricolas, 
podran hacerlo 4 condicién de que residan en la finca en que se hallen trabajando, pernocten en el fundo 6 recinto fortificado que dicha 
finca tenga y porten siempre — su correspondiente documentacién personal. : 

3° Aste propésito, se consideraran como centros de trabajo los ingenios, las colonias de cafia, las vegas, los cafetales y demas fincas de 
importancia que se encuentren convenientemente defendidas, quedando autorizados sus duefios para tener en ellas los operarios y tra- 
bajadores que necesiten, tanto de los reconcentrados actualmente como de los individuos que acojidos 4 indulto hayan llenado las formalida- 
des, de la presentacién, cuidando muy especialmente de adoptar las medidas higiénicas que garanticen la salud de la poblacién jornalera.

8° De todos los trabajos que en cumplimiento de su misién realicen estas Juntas, daran cuenta quincenalmente sus Presidentes 4 sus 
superiores gerarquicos, quienes 4 su vez lo haran en igual forma 4 la Secretaria del Gobierno general de la Isla.

informed me this morning that the death rate of the "reconcen- 
trados" in this city was about 50 per cent,in other places of 
the Igland,I am told,the death rate has been as high as 75 per 
cent,and when it is remembered that there have been several 
hundred thousands of these non-combatants or "pacificos" mainly 
women and children,who are concentrated under General Wceyler's 
order,some idea can be formed of the mortality among them, 

In this city matters are assuming better shape, Under 
charitable committees,large numbers of them have been gathered 
together in nouses, and are now fed and cared for by private 
Subscriptions; I visited them yesterday and found their con- 
dition comparatively poed, and. thare will be a daily improve- 
ment among them,though the lives of all cannot be saved, I

It was this 
officer who captured with his men the train between Habarza and 
Guanabacoa, which among other things, resulted in the death of 
Dr,Ruiz in the cell in the Guanabacoa jail.

Rodriguez and the Spanish troops under General Hernandez de 
Velasco,in which the latter were routed and driven in great 
confusion from the field,losing 2 majors,4 or 5 captains,& or 
9 liuetenants and quite a number of men killed.

Lately,Mr.Madri- 
gal,who has recently been appointed U.S.Consul to Cartagena, 
Colombia, stated to me that he thought he could be able to 
obtain the money and articles in possession of Gomez, left by 
Crosby. General Blaneo,the Captain and Goverpor General of 
the Island, provieed him with the papers neces z. ough his 
troops,and I supplied him with an order and receipt for the 
money and other: effects. Mr.Madrigal suecessfully performed 
his mission, being at the camp of General Gomez some two days, 
bringing baek with him the moneys and artieles mentioned in 
the enelosed list,

race that is dissappearing from the face ofthe earth, faster 
perhaps than any one imagines, 

I am led to assume that you may need further information 
from the fact that the extent of depravity to which this country 
has been brought is inconceivable to any American who has not 


resided here long,and in the capital it is seen in all its 


nakedness although it exists to the Same or a greater extent, 


In my former letter I cited a case showing what the clergy 


are in Spain,and I will now cite another to show what regard 
there is in Cuba dar the rights of the unfortunate, The ease 
is historical and I resided several years in the section I 
refer to. 

A number of years ago a large portion of the municipal 
territory of the Roque was innundated and hundfeds of families 


were left homeless, A’ subscription was ‘started throughout the 


Island,and over one hundred thou sand dollars were colleéted 


according to the lists published by the newspapers, Not one _ 
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cent of this money ever reached those for whom it was suBs¢eribe: 
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It was stolen in the most barefaeced manner and no account was- 
aver rendered, oF aly investigation cabled for or made, 

You may rest assured that if money is sent from the 
United States for this nee the people and it is placed in the 


hands of the municipal..authorities for distribution, as has been 


proposed,two thirds of it,at least,will be deliberately stolen, 
Where it falls into the hands of Cubans it will as a rule be 
worse, simply because they have more intelligence for fraud 
than the generality of Spaniards in this country. 

You will be told that all this will be changed now as the 
municipalities are now to be in the hands of: the "Autonomists", 
In reply to this I wiil say that this municipality has been in 
the hands of the "Autonomists" for many years,and I believe 
there is not one on the ISland that ean exeell it for frauds, 
To show in what opinion the autonomist authorities are held 
here by those of their own country who have known them from the 
time they were born,I relate the following. . 

When the report spread none that ald was coming from the 
United States three ladies of. the most worthy and repeetable in 
the town,who have always lived in ease or affluenece,but are now 
often absolutely without food, sent and begged me to east upon 
them - I did so - and all of them first asked if it. were true 
that my country was going to send them relief, I told them 
that I did ot doubt the report and they seem to feel as 
though new hope had" come to them.
